aced in pairs on the roofs 01 
uildings situated more than 1-4 
nile from the capitol. Two sets 
;op apartment houses, one on a 
istrlct fire barn and the other on 
.he Lincoln Star building. They 
re of 2,500,000 candle power and 
f the type that is used to spot 
irplanes. 
Leo N. Swanson, state land com- 
dssioner and capitol custodian, 
vho was assigned the task of 
upervislng the installation, be- 
eves the Nebraska capitol is one 
f the best illuminated structures 
n the United States, if "trick 
ghting" designs are excluded. 
In addition to the pencil beam 
[earchlights, 32 floodlights direct 
icir beams onto the tower from 
ic base of the 350-foot shaft, 
wanson said the total cost was 
pproximately $8,000. Electricity 
s supplied by the city and the 
t&te penitentiary power plant at 
cost of $134 a month. 
The lights now in use are still 
ubject to 
further 
adjustment, 
wanson said. The searchlights to 
luminate the topmost portion of 
le dome on the tower and the 
:atue of the sower will be con- 
rolled 
automatically 
and will 
ome on and off at regulaF.-h.ours 
etermined upon according1 to sea- 
ons of the year. The flood lights 
n the capitol roof which light 
ie main tuwer from base to top 
will be hand controlled and will

The 
earchlights are connected with 
he city's electric service. 
Governor Cochran who has been 
member of the capitol commis- 
ion that built the capitol said as 
non-expert that he was well 
leased with the effects of the 
ew permanent lights.

American universities and colleges 
by Dr. Raymond Walters, presi- 
dent of the University of Cincin- 
nati, published in School and So- 
ciety. Despite a slight iiiciease 
over last year's figures the uni- 
versity dropped from 15th place 
to 16th, being displaced by Hunter 
college of New York City, which 
ast year was 16th. 
•Dr. Walters' figures show that 
he west north central section of 
he United States, which includes 
Nebraska, had next to the smallest 
ncrease in college enrolment, the 
increase for the seven states in 
this area being 1 85 percent. The 
largest increase was in the west 
south central, Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Oklahoma and Texas, with 7.17 
percent increase. 
In the 602 colleges and univer- 
sities from which Dr. Walters re- 
ceived statistics there are a total 
of 781,038 full-time students or on 
ncrease of 3 6 percent over the 
same time a year ago. The Univer- 
sity of Minnesota stands third in 
the nation with 13,691 students, 
Pittsburgh is 20th with 6,172 stu- 
dents and Oklahoma 25th with 
5,678.

Messages Before Large

The old, yet ever bright and new 


•lory of the birth of Jesus Christ 
in the Bethlehem stable so many 
centuries ago was the basis of 
scores of sermons delivered from 
Lincoln church pulpits Sunday be- 
fore huge congregations Against 
a tapestry woven of sacred song, 
Christmas greenery and candle- 
light, ministers told of the ancient 
tale's effect on life in the world 
of the 20th century.

Rev Mr 
McConnell'a sermon was also heard 
in the paatorless Congregational 
church at Bertrand, Neb, where 
worshipers gathered to listen to 
the radio broadcast of the Lincoln 
church's service. 


Rev. Mr. McConnell quoted from 


Matthew, "And lo, the star, which 
they saw in the east, went before 
them, till it came and stood over 
where the young child was," and 
added, "So the wise men celebrated 
the first Christmas, offering: to 
Him their gifts. 
And on Bethle- 


hem's hills the shepherds heard the 
angel chorus singing 'Glory to God 
In the highest, on earth peace, good 
will toward men!' 


"From that day to thia the star 


has traveled on. 
Christmas has 


come again and again; the beauti- 
ful song of peace has heartened 
the fainting; hearts of men in a 
war torn, weary world, and gifts 
are brought to Him 
Vv ho is 'the 


fairest of ten thousand, the bright 
and morning star' 
Do not fear 


nor be discouraged. 
God has not 


forgotten His children

Rnessable the doubled contract is as 
good as made 
If however, declarer 


risks the heart finesse and it goes 
wrong East immediately will cash 
two club tricks and the »et will b* 
either 800 or 1100 points depending 
on whether or not the diamond kins 
can be captured 
While the diamond finesse remains 


in doubt it would be foolish to try 
the heart finesse Declarer & first play 
on winning the lead should be to 
enter dummy with a spade ruff then

DEATH TO HOPPERS 


Accidental Discovery May 


Give New Weapon to 


Farmers. 


ATCHISON, Kas. </P). An acci- 


dental discovery last summer—that 
grasshoppers have an insatiable 
appetite for death dealing castor 
bean 
foliage 
and 
stalks—holds 


promise of giving farmers a new 
weapon in their fight against the 
pest. 
Dr. L. M. Christensen of the 
chemical foundation of Kansas, 
with caution common to scientists, 
said ho saw thousands of grass- 
hoppers go to their deaths because 
they feasted on vegetation of the 
castor bean. 
And strange too, Dr. Christensen 
observed, was the absence of cinch 
bugs and birds in the immediate 
vicinity of the castor bean plants, 
a situation, which, he said, no ex- 
planation can be offered. 
In recent years the government 
and midwestern farmers 
"have 
spent hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, seeking by use of poison 
bait 
to 
eradicate 
the 
'hopper 
hordes, which the department of 
agricultuz'e 
estimated 
did crop 
damage of $99,131,000 in 1936. 


Now, 
it appears 
possible a 
farmer may protect his crops by 
merely planting a barrier of castor 
beans around his fields.
